Most experts have reported that it is 
either impossible or impractical to root 
muscadine cuttings; but one of our 
scientists, R. H. Sharpe, has found 
they root quite readily under mist.

MORNING GLORY THAT 
WENT TO MARKET 


I° 'HE LONG, LONG AGO, a kind of 
morning glory vine grew in th 
northern part of South America, = It 
trailed along the ground or climbed 
over the low vegetation at the edge of 
the jungle. In late summer it pro 
duced large white flowers streaked with 
red and with a purple center, and it 
produced seed as all morning glories are 
supposed to do, 

The main roots of the plant were 
thick as one’s finger, and had a sweet 
ish starchy layer over a fibrous woody 
core 

The Indian women, always looking 
for food plants, found the fleshy root 
were good to eat either raw or cooked 
so they gathered them whenever they 
found them. They also noticed that 
some plants had much thicker root 
than others, for primitive people hed a 
keen eye for plant variation that would 
give them more food,

Took Many Years 

Just when and where all this ox 
curred is not known. It must have 
taken many years to bring this wild 
plant to the present cultivated vege 
table, and it must have required a lon; 
time for the pl int to have been carried 
from one tribe to another until it wa 
in general use all over the northern 
part of South America. 

Finally it got to the islands of the 
West Indies and was an important food 
plant there at the time of Columbus 
From that time on, the plant becams 
i part of authentic history. 

During his first voyage, Columbu 
landed on the east end of the island of 
Cuba, He received baskets of sweet 
potatoes from the natives and the Span 
ish gave them the name of “batata: 
He carried some of the roots back to 
Spain and the Catholic fathers with 
him saw that the vegetable might be 
a valuable food for their own peopl 

They distributed roots to variou 
monasteries and there the first culti 
vation of the sweet potato was begus 
in Europe rhe vegetable soon be 
came widely scattered throughout thé 
Mediterranean region and was grow:

batatas”’, which the English soon cor 
rupted to “potatoes”. 


All during the later half of the 
1500’s, English ships sent to America 
for exploration stopped at the Canary 
Islands and took on sweet potatoes for 
ship stores, as did also many of the 
Spanish ships bound for the colonies in 
the West Indies. The first settlers to 
Virginia went by way of the Canary 
Islands and took on sweet potatoes for 
the voyage and later planted some of 
them at Jamestown. 


Sweet potatoes were carried to Ber 
muda very early so that in 1636 a 
shipment of 30,000 pounds was sent 
to Boston to relieve the starving col- 
onists there, and sold readily for four 
cents a pound. The first settlers to 
Charleston, S$. C. stopped at Barbadoes 
and took on sweet potatoes for plant 
ing in their new colony. 


All through the last half of the 
1600’s the sweet potatoes were often 
brought to New York and New Eng- 
land ports by ships trading in the West 
Indies. 


During this time, the sweet potato, 
or Spanish potato as it was usually 
called, was the only potato known and 
was the original one. 

The vegetable we call the Irish po 
tato was unknown to North America 
until 1718 when it was brought here 
by Irish immigrants. It was not na 
tive to Ireland but had been taken 
there from South America by Sir Fran 
cis Drake who gave some to Sir Walter 
Raleigh for planting on his Irish es 
tate. 


The sweet potato is of unusual inter 
est as a cultivated plant. It has been 
cultivated and propagated by cuttings 
for so long, that like the banana and 
Sugar cane, it has lost the ability to 
bear seed, although it does occasionally 
make flowers. 


In spite of its many hundreds of 
years of cultivation, it still resents 
domestication and among all our culti 
vated plants is the most resistant to 
man’s wishes. At the least opportun 
ity it drops its acquired culture and 
reverts to the long stringy roots of the 
jungle. 

Tend to Revert 

All cultivated plants tend to revert 
to the wild forms, just as domestic 
animals revert to scrubs, unless there is 
a careful selection in the propagation. 
The sweet potato does this more quick 
ly than most cultivated plants. 

For this reason many fields yield only 
a fraction of their possible amount. 
Barren hills, ill-shaped roots, low 
yielding plants and stringy widely 
scattered roots are all evidence that 
the plant is resenting its domestication 
and trying to revert to the wild jungle 
torm. 

Perhaps man is partly responsible for 
this behavior, for at least since it has 
been in the United States, its culture 
has been very careless. Especially is 
this true in the extreme southern states. 
Long stringy roots would make more 
sprouts to the bushel than well round 
ed ones. 

During the past 30 years a few 
sporadic attempts have been made to 
hill select the propagating material for 
next year at digging time in the fall
